New Delhi, the 14th November, 2000 

S. O. 1066(E). —Whereas the Central Government is of the opinion that an Industrial dispute exists between 
the employers in relation to the management of major ports and their workmen represented by Five Federations of Trade 
Unions operating therein in respect of the matters prescribed in the Schedule hereto annexed which are either matters in 
dispute or matters connected therewith or relevant to the dispute and that the dispute involves question of national 
importance and also is of such nature that the establishments of ports situated in more than one State arc likely to be 
interested in or affected by such disputes; 

And whereas the Central Government is of the opinion that the said dispute should be adjudicated by a National 
Tribunal; 

Now, therefore, the Central Government, in exercise of the powers conferred by Section 7B of the ID Act, 1947 
f 14 of 1947), hereby constitutes a National Industrial Tribunal with headquarters at Calcutta and appoints Justice B.P 
Sharma, Presiding Officer, Central Government Industrial Tribunal-cum-Labour Court, Calcutta as the Presiding Officer, 
and in exercise of the powers conferred by Sub-Section (1A) of Section (0 of the said Act, hereby refers the said 
industrial dispute to the National Industrial Tribunal for adjudication; 

THE SCHEDULE 

"Having regard to the provisions contained in clause 35 of the settlement dated 2-8-2000 between the 5 Federations 
and the management in relation to major ports. 

(i) Whether deployment of workers for any task for the handling of cargo on board and on shore on the basis 
of gangs should be changed to the needbased system depending on the nature of the job to be performed 
or the type of cargo to be handled and; system of notional booking of workers prevalent in some major 
ports should be discon tinued. If so, what should be the manning scales required for various port activities? 

(ii) Whether the manning scales for similar types of vessels/equipments should be uniform at all ports. If so, 
whether the norms should be fixed for all ports as per the lowest manning scale in existence. 

(iii) Whether, for similar tasks, there should be uniform manning scales. If so, whether the norms should be 
fixed on the basis of the lowest manning level in existence in major ports".
